CHICAGO, June 20.—The publication 


of tho United Press dispatch 
from 


Topelta, Kan., quoting Senator Hill in 
favor of free silver, stared tho dele- 
gates In the face yesterday morning in 
the column* of the newspapers and 
(urnlihed the chief topic of discussion 
among the weaturn and southern peo- 
ple. It was made public at a favorable 
time to influence the doubtful free sil- 
ver delegates In favor of Now York's 
candidate, und tho Colorado people who 
•re here to boat Cleveland camu right 
out and announced themselves in favor 
of Hill. A conference of f.ho silver 
moil from tho west had been called at 
the

the 
chairman 
of 
the 
Colorado 


delegation, and for more than two 
hours the potslblllty of combining tho 
•liver votes in tho convention on one 
candidate waidlacussod. The Colorado 
people lay that 180 delegates favor free 
•liver, and that tho silver men cannot 
afford to vote for Cleveland. 


Mr. i'enco, of Colorado, says that 


Hiirrlion will not gat more than IS per 
oent. of the republican vote In Colo- 
rado; that Cleveland cannot got more 
than 16 per cent, of the democratic 
vote, and that if Cleveland Is nominated 
the state will fall Into the hands of tho 
farmers' alliance. At tho name time ho 
says that Hill's letter places him on 
record for free ullvor and ansurKS him 
Colorado's vote In tho convention. 


A publication which 
would have 


divided Interest with the silver letter 
but for Its Improbability was tho state- 
ment made by a morning paper that 
Hill was out of the race and would 
throw his strength to 1'attison, of 
Pennsylvania. This information was 
said to have come in a letter from 
"Prominent Republic-nil Politicians" of 
Philadelphia, who were opposed tollar- 
rlaon, and who hail tallccd with Mr. 
Hill. According to this story, the Quay 
Influence In Pennsylvania was to go to 
Pattlsan If ho was nominated. All of 
this was news to the Fcnnsylvaniana, 
but as they have had one oyo on Pattl- 
Bon's chances ever since tho rlarrlsburg 
convention, they are quite willing to 
talk In a guarded way about tho possi- 
bilities of his nomination. They did 
not renounce their allegiance to Clow- 
land though. They dinouased Pattison 
only as a second choice, and Insisted 
that under the unit rule Cleveland 
'wonld receive the vote of tho entire 
delegation on the first ballot. 


The anti-Hnrrity people, headed by 


ex-Senator Wallace and .T. M. Ouffcy, 
of Pittsburgh, havu nnnouncnd that 
Uioy will fight the unit rule, but Mr, 
Hurrlty thlnlcn that their opposition 
will not amount to much. There are 
not more than four or five who would 
be likely to take port In such a move- 
ment, Mr. Harrlty says, Mr. Harrlty 
thinks that tho break from tho unit 
rule Is notln tho Interest of Oov. Pat- 
tlson and ho claims to ho the conserva- 
tor of the only genuine 1'attison boom.

"What is the issue that seems to you 


the overshadowing ono?" 


"Tho force bill. If the republican 


candidate should be successful and a 
republican house of representatives be 
joined with a republican president, the 
bill will become a law. The bill pro- 
poses to place the control of the fran- 
chise under the judiciary, and notwith- 
standing all that is said about the non- 
partison character of our judges, they 
have their partisan leanings as strongly 
as other mortals. It is Impossible that 
It should be otherwise. A man's poli- 
tics is like his religion, largely a mat- 
tor of heredity and association, and It 
controls his action unconsoion&ly. If 
the force bill becomes a law there will 
be found occasion for its use in Now 
York and Indiana, as quickly as In 
South Carolina or Louisiana. We have 
got to meet the possibilities of that 
situation and the convention ought to 
consider it in choosing a candidate, 
Wo must havo ono that can win." 


"Can't Cleveland win?" 
"I always answer that question by 


saying I believe ho could carry Indiana, 
but with another candidate, It would 
bo easier work. Now York aiul In- 
diana are thu two doubtful states. 
The first sends here a solid delegation 
opposing the ox-president and a ma- 
jority of tho Indiana delegation favor 
unother candidate. These facts seem 
to demoiibtrato tho politics of tho 
affair." 


Ono of the ilclegates-at-large stood 


by Mr, Rice while he was delivering 
himself of tht'RO remarks and gave 
them his approval. Ho added on his 
own aceonnt: "Alnt wo a holy show? 
Indiana now has a president and if I 
had my way she'd have another at the 
end of Harrison's term. And yot here 
we arc, the delegation divided, nearly 
half supporting a candidate who has 
not a vote from his own state, and re- 
fusing to join thoir associates in voting 
for a man from Indiana, who is the 
equal of any candidate named, and 
with whose name at tho head of the 
ticket, there is no doubt of success.

Walston and P. H. Hunt, and was sen- 
tenced by Judge Vaii to five years in the 
penitentiary at Joliet, is at liberty, hav- 
ing made his escape in a mysterious man- 
ner from the Maoon eonnty jail, He was 
last seen in the jail Friday evening, bnt 
his absence was not noticed until Satur- 
day evening at six o'clock. 


Bannion occupied a cell on the west 


side of the jail with a number of other 
prisoners. He was regarded as a danger- 
one charge, and itota eaid that the eagle 
eye of Turnkey John Perl, eon of the 
sheriff, was kept bent upon him; bnt the 
trarglar with the assistance of the jail 


ds was too slick for the young mac. 


Bannionwatohed his opportunity and sim- 
ply walked out through the open door of 
•he jail while the turnkey was attending 
M his duties or conversing with some of 
the prisoners. 


The exact manner of Bannion's escape 


s still a mystery. Sheriff Perl in person 
made a thorough examination ot the jail. 
There ia no evidence of work with saws or 
files. Everything is secure. 
All of the 


stones are in place, none of the iron bars 
are severed, and Saturday and Sunday 
;he prisoners were mum. They know how 
Bannion got out bnt they will not give it 
away. The secret will be kept for a few 
days, bnt eventually the Sheriff will get 
at the bottom of it. 


A reward of f 50 cash has been offered 


For the apprehension of Bannion. 
He is 


said to be wanted in Indiana for murder. 
A description of the convict has been 
prepared and copies will be sent broad- 
cast in the hope of running him down. 
Bannion is the third party who has 
escaped from the jail since Sheriff Ferl 
has had charge. One was Trusty Ishler 
who skipped, but is now behind the bars 
serving out his time, the other was a 
prisoner sentenced for a year for larceny. 
He walked out with the crowd the day 
Dill Crawford was executed. 
He had 


eight months to serve when he skipped 
out.

A brief statement was made in these 


columns on June 10th, liarnum show 
day, 
to the elTect that n piano-tuner 


named John T. Steinbangh, had received 
a eovere drubbing at the home of J. 
Frank Jones, the general agent and hne- 
tler for the Chicago Daily Nev>s-Reci>rd. 
The row grew out of the failure on the 
part of fjte'nbauEh's son, Charles, to 
make a settler:'ent with Jones. The boy 
had paid 820, but he was atill short ¥6, 
about which balance there was n dis- 
pute 
Steinbnngh went to Jones' house, 


and while thore he was "done up" in Chi- 
cago style, leaving the',"honse with his 
bend sore and bleeding. Jones had used 
n heavy cane imported from Germany ns 
his weapon of defense, nnd the piimo- 
tunor was glad to get away alive 


That same day Hteinbaiigh had two 


state warrants sworn out, one against 
Mr Jones charging him with assault to 
murder, and one againat Mm. Jonee for 
assault to do bodily injury. Tho trial is 
in progress to-day in Justice Provost's 
court, with Attorney A. H. Mills for the 
People nnd Attorney I D. Walker for 
the defendants. The testimony so far 
diaclomt the Tact that Steinbangh flailed 
lit the Jonfs place nnd that he possibly 
anticipated that there would be trouble. 
He SHU) that he bad been told that he 
would b» kicked out of the house if he 
came tliore, but Jones Slid hq had never 
uttered snob u threat. 
Jones invited 


Steinbaugh into the house and lie took a 
seat on the piano stuol. Mr. Jones occu- 
pied a sofa U feet distant, In the course 
of the conversation it appears that Jonfs 
said tho Steinbangh boy hnd lied about 
tbe account, whereupon as it appeared in 
pi'oof Stoinbnugh made a rush for Jones, 
struck him fret over the left eye and 
caught him by the wrists. But Jones 
was wiry and was not to be held on the 
aofa; he squirmed looae from the grasp 
ot Steinbaugh, and grabbing bis cane he 
proceeded to make things hot for the 
piano tuner who, ns above stated, loft the 
house vanquished and bloody. But he 
does not bear any marks ot violence uow. 
He seems to be in pretty good condition. 
The witnesses for the defense were Mr. 
and Mrs. Jonee, James Blythe nnd 
Charles Gilbert. The two boys witnessed 
the row and testified that Steinbangh 
wsa the the tlret to strike a blow. Mrs.
